WISDOM 


DEOPLE have been searching for wisdom for these thousands of years, 
* 
and there are many who have gained it. Yet often I wonder just 
what is great wisdom. Rebecca McCann poured it out from a golden heart 
in small doses through her “Cheerful Cherub’*—yet few at the time looked 
upon it as really great wisdom. I always thought that it was. Here is a 
sample: 
I argue, argue constantly, 
With countless words assert my will, 
Yet anyone can buflle me 
By calmly, wisely keeping still. 
We think of the Chinese as a backward race, and yet the entire world 
has been borrowing from their art and literature for hundreds of years. 
How very wise their old teachers were! The individual Chinese is a very 
silent man. but who could guess the wisdom that lies dormant in the 
brain of the humblest? 
When a man talks we can get a fairly accurate measure of his mind, 
and incidentally of his character—for as a man thinks, so is he. But we 
always learn more about a man from what he fails to say than from 
what he actually does say. Wisdom is elusive. 
“W hat you are speaks so loudly," wrote Emerson. How' very eloquent 
are the silent! I have a friend whoe silence is able to rebuke me a thous­ 
and times more effectively than his words. Wisdom has to be absorbed 
and handled. 
Its possession otherwise w’ould be only so much dead 
weight. 
People are not born wise. They are born with only a potential ca­ 
pacity for wisdom. Reading, observation, experience, trouble, and sorrow 
endow it in our minds. 
Solomon asked for wisdom above everything else—and was granted 
it by the Lord, so it is written, So. therefore, dow'n the ages he has been 
known for his wisdom and his great proverbs. Yet the brief Sermon on 
the Mount outshines all th at Solomon ever wrote as the sun a single star 
in the firmament! That w'hich touches the heart is more than anything 
which takes entire possession of the brain. 
A child’s mind has often baffled the brain of the most learned. The 
simple dandelion that springs from the ground at early springtime looks 
common enough—yet who is wise enough to reveal its secret makeup?

Woolen Mills Output Higher 
“In November, lumber output de­ 
creased by more than the estimated 
seasonal amount.

there was a considerable increase in 
output, while consumption of cotton
